or inner side of the bnrk of which the
brish Is to be made, Cot a plece of
this to the length and width required
for the brush, Boak one end of this
Mece In bot water for n few minotos,
Lay the water souked end on a hard
substance, such an u ploce vf fron or
hard wood, and beat it out with a
hammer, dipplng It In the wator oc
onslonally to keop It thoroughly wet
The beatlng will cause the tough fbors
of the bark to separnie st the end,
these forming an excellent and luex
pensive brash which never sheds bales
and lasts longer than the choap brosh
commonly sold at the stores.—Popular
Helence.
